In a ceremony that moring 
ampjlifying the importance of the 
Supreme Court Fax zs. Nichnols 
decision that mandates school 
districts to provide instruction for 
students with limited or no Eng- 
lish language skills，the Depart- 
ment of Health， 卫 ducation and 
Welfare (HEW) turned over title 
of an abandoned U.S Armed 
Forces poljlice station at 646 Clay 
St. to the San Francisco Unified 
School District (SFUSD) to house 
the Chinese Education Center 
(CEC) beginning in September 
1975. 

CEC is a reception and educa- 
上 ion center for immigrant young- 
sters with no or limited English 
language proficiency who are 
new to the Chinatown-North 
Beach community. Founded by a 
committee of community leaders， 
Principals and teachers and es- 
tablished as a fonctioning unit of 


the SFUSD in 1969, the center's 


goal is to develop the “basic per- 


sonal，social and academic skilJls 
needed for a student to function 
effectively in school, community， 
andcity… 

SCREENING 

To accomplish this，newcomer 
famijlies are greeted by the cen- 
ter，which orients them to the 
Schools and the various commu- 
nity Services _ available，Young- 
sters are Screened in the areas of 
oral English, reading and math to 
gauge their proper placement 
within the program offerings of 
the SFUSD. 

Students with proficient Eng- 
lish abilities are assigned to 
regular school classes, while sec- 
ondary school students unskilled 
in the language are placed into 
bilingual or English as a Second 
Language ( 卫 SL) programs at 


-Marina or Erancisco junior high 


Schools, or at Gajlileo or McAteer . 
high schools. Elementary school 

age children are placed into the 

center. 


At the center，the youngsters， 
who arP taken in throughout the 
School year, are placed into non- 
graded primary or intermediate 
Units according to their oral Eng- 


lish and reading abilities and 
their age Audio-lingual tech- 
niques and ESL are used to de- 
velop jlistening，speaking，read- 
ing and writing skills in English， 
according to CEC's principal， 
Michael Kittredge. 

Individualized attention，with 
the student-teacher ratio gener- 
ally about 15 to 1，is offered ip 
classes that are“self-contained.?” 
Students are offered daily ip- 
struction in oral English，read- 
ing, social studies, janguage arts， 
and mathematics，corresponding 
to _ levels offered at regular 
schools. Art，music，physical 
education，science, and bilingual 
geography/history are also of- 
fered weeKkly-. 

PROGRESSION 

After students progress through 
the primary，intermediate and 
advanced achievement levels， 
they are assigned to regular 
schools，with special language 
programs when possiblje，Bno 
more than a year after they begin 
atthe center. 

Since students come from a 
variety of ethnic backgrounds in- 
cluding Arabic, Burmese, Pdian， 


Japanese， 及 orean，Spanish- 
speaking and the predominant 
Chinese,， bilingual support is of- 
fered wherever possibjle to aid ip 
communications as well as de- 
velop concepts ip the subject . 
areas. 

Currently, the center has about 
180 students, divided into classes 
that are housed in rental space at 
the Chinese Six Companies build- 
ing and the Presbyterian Church 
on Stockton Street. 下 is because 
these two sites do not meet Field 
Act earthquake safety standards 
that CEC has had to find a neW 
home. 

The center has a principal，a 
Screening community teacher，a 
secretary，and ten classroom 
teachers，all centrajlized in an 
office located in Commodore 
Stockton 了 lementary School.

Regrettably, we see very few business people who are com-

We believe that ii more of our concerned merchants 
are Willingito take an active role in community affairs，they 
can come up with ways to alleviate problems of underworld 
activities, unethical business practices, unemployment, hous- 
ing, troubled youths，and the lack of recreational facilities， 
etc. 

Aresponsible business sector is an asset to any community. 
Weurge all merchants to take a more active role in heljping to 
solve community problems. In the final analysis, t is good 
business too.

QUALITY BULL WAS ALL WE GOT': 


When the idea of producing an issue focusing on business in 
Chinatown was first conceived, E/W staff and editorial board mem- 
bers alike looked upon the project with much enthusiasm, After all， 
what better indication of a community's livelihood than a study of its 
businesses; and what better way to grasp an understanding of 


,Chinatown，beyond mere conjecturing，than through some good 


solid research and interviews? 
So, onward we went,， hoping to find answers to simple questions 


like what arethe business trends in Chinatown, in terms of compara-. 


tive retail sales volumes and the sprouting of new restaurants and 
grocery stores. We wanted to know the effect of inflation upon the 
various art goods stores,，poultry shops，and even the sewing fac- 
tories. We wanted to know the seasons when business was at its best 
and when 过 was at its worst， We wanted to identify some of the 
problems facing the business community and perhaps some of the 
viable solutions， 

We wanted Chinatown merchants to paint the picture for us，with 
all its tints and shades on a clean canvas. We didnt want any more 
generalizing, from the outside on our part, on how conditions are in 
Chinatown . 

We sought, from statistics bureaus,，data on how Chinatown busi- 
nesses Were _doing in comparison to last year，merely to establish 
relative credibility for journalism's sake. 

Those were the things we wanted. For statistics，we contacted the 


Chinatown Champer of Commerce, the SIF. Chamber of Commerce， 


the S.F. Convention and Visitors Bureau, the State Board of 卫 qualjli- 
zation, the public library, the Bank of America, the offices of Dianne 
Feinstein, the State Franchise Tax Board，City Tax Collector，City 
Assessor，City Treasurer，and Sales and Use Taxes，the Human 
Rights Commission, Asian, Inc., and Field Research. 

We were met with cordial voices, helpful and sympathetic，guiding 
us to each other'"s agencies，or explaining' in detail how such statis- 
tics were _ available only on a citywide basis，or that they were not 
open to public inspection, or that the information we sought requires 
alot of time and money. 

Do inaccessible statistics signal the neglect' and isolation and， 
perhaps, even the non-existence, of Chinatown? 

Frustrated，we still hoped to salvage the project，We trooped 
through various stores in Chinatown seeking answers to our Same 
simple questions. Heck，we only wanted a Survey of how businesses 
in general were doing in Chinatown . 


A lot of Chinatown merchants were friendly，taking time out to ， 


give us instructions on how not to answer questions. Others spoke 
calmly in generalterms of business trends and problems. 
Somehow，the feeling we got from the interviews was one ap- 
proaching futility. 卫 veryone's answers，with few exceptions，fitted 
into preconceived schemes of business conditions and of a non- 
chalant attitude toward the concept of community 一 we could have 

written the articles withoutthe interviews.

Wong, former pres- 
jident of theChinese Six Compa- 


nies，on trial for allegedly lying . 


last September toafederal grand 
jury investigating Chinatown 
gambling and possible payoffs by 
gambling houses to police，testi- 
fied in court last week that he was 
avictim of entrapment, according 
to reports in the San Francisco 
Chronicle and 卫 xaminer.， - 
According to testimony，$8100 
was paid by Wong to police offi- 


cers _ Gurnie Cook and George :4 


Koniaris between March 6 and 
September 11，1973，to protect 
Wong's gambjling establishment 
at 41 Ross Alley from “costly” 
police raids. Cook and 玫 oniaris， 
working as undercover agents for 
the vice squad, turned the money 
over to the 了 TBI. 

Testifying before U.S. District 
Court Judge Stanley Weigel,， 
Cook said that Wong made the 
initial payoff approach shortly 
after araid at his place in Febru- 
ary，1973. Wong offered to pay 
$20 per day each to Cook and 开 o- 
niaris to allow the gambling 
games to continue， Wong also 
offered to leave the doors of his 
gambling house open once each 
month so the officers could enter 
and make a perfunctory arrest， 
Gook stated. Im addition, he gave 
the officers three telephone num- 
bers by which he could be 
reached before each raid was 
made. 

Wong，however，testified that 
he was threatened with a continu- 
ous stream ofraidsby the officers 
after the February 1973 one, and

that each raid cost him $1200. He 
said that he ' never made police 
payoffs until he was approached 
by Cook and 玫 oniaris because 
lookouts and two locked doors 
permitted the gambling estab- 
lishment to get everything out of 
sight by the time police came in. 

Wong also added that he lied to 
the ,federal grand jury last year 
because he was told to “cover 
Up”by oniaris, who is known as 
“a_ Very tough man in China- 
town.”He said he feared for his 
life because of a_ Chinatown un- 
written law that “stool pigeons 
are killed.” 

The federal grand jury that in- 
dicted Wong charged that he lied 
when he denied knowing that pai 
gow and fan tan were played at 
his establishment and when he 
denied paying money to police. 

Wong is also under indictment 
by the S.F. County grand jury on 
charges of bribery to officers 
Cook and 必 oniaris .

At the time of its formation in 
1908，the Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce was considered one of 
the most influential and effective 
bodies in the Chinatown commu- 
nity 一 Supporting business ven- 
tures，Pprotecting sand promoting 
the interests of Chinese mer- 
chants,，and arbitrating business 
disputes. 

But today the Chamber finds 
itself under constant attack and 
criticism for its lack of leadership 
and activity in copbing with the 
everyday problems of merchants 
一 crime, labor disputes,， competi- 


tion and disunity，appearance of 


the community，etc-.，leading 
manyto ask, "Outside of manag- 
ing the New Year festivities， 
what else is the-”Chamber 
doing?” 

Because of their affluence and 
number, the merchants from the 
beginning of Chinese American 
history have always played an 识 - 
fuential role in Chinatown af- 
fairs. One of the earjliest Chinese 
organizations established in San 
Francisco was a merchants” guild 
known as the Chiu Yat Gung So 


(上 胎 一 公所 ). 下 was formed to 


minimize competition among 
merchants，regulate prices， and 
arbitrate disputes， 

A second guild was forged in 
the last decades of the 19th cen- 
tury 一 the Haak Seung Gung So 
( 父 曾 公所 夺 by thie Sze Yup 
region merchants in opposition to 
the Sam Yup-dominated Chiu 
Yat Gung So. 

1908 BIRTH 

The feud betwen the two 
groups continued until the Chi- 
nese consul general stepped in to 
arbitrate. Thus was born the 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce 
in 1908 to protect and further 
Imercantile interests in America. 
了 ver since，iti has become an 
annual tradition of the Chamber 
to inyvite the Chinese consul gen- 
eral at San Francisco to adminis- 
ter the oath of office during in- 
auguration ceremonies . 

At this time，because many of 
the Chinese in America continued 
to _ pattern their lives closely to 
the jlife style of their homeland， 
they required foods and utensils 
to be imported 位 om the Far East; 
thus giving import-export mer- 
chants a needed and important 
role to fulfill. Also at this time， 
other types of Chinese business- 
men had not as yet developed 
sufficient strength to be a potent 
economic force in the community. 

During the early years of the 
Chamber's existence，prominent 
members actively supported the 
two major business undertakings 
by U.S. Chinese of the early 20th 


century 一 the Canton Bank ( 金

Mail Steamship Company (上 中 国 


晶 ; 妇 公司) 

When the Canton Bank failed 
in the mid-1920"s, the Chamber 
of Commerce was the leader in an 
abortive attempt to raise capital 
to save the bank.

Besides this, the Chamber also 
arbitrated business disputes， 
Supervised the closing out of 
Chinese businesses，and negoti- 
ated with U.S. customs officials 
to facilitate the import of Chinese 
goaods. 

By the 1940's_ the Chamber 
began to shift more toward pro- 
tection of Chinese merchants in 
various economic fields. Its min- 
utes Show the following actions in 
1942: (1) negotiated the disband- 
ing of picket lines at Chinese 
meat markets in Oakland; (2) ne- 
gotiated with the S.F. Health De- 
partment to allow butchering of 
poultry in Chinatown poultry 
Shops; and (3) negotiated with 
federal food and drugs adminis- 
trators to allow the import of Chi- 
nese herbs and Chinese mush- 
rooms，which were barred be- 
cause they were considered un- 
sanitary, 

Later the emphasis shifted from 
mere protection to a more active 
advancement of Chinese busi- 
ness interests. Beginningin 1953， 
the Chamber organized various 
committees to study the promo- 
tion of Chinese businesses，to 
advocate the construction of the 
Portsmouth Square underground 
garage，to improve lighting in 
Chinatown，to participate in the 
World Trade Fair, to fight litter- 
ing, etc. 

In recent years， however， the 
most important task annually has 
been for the Chamber to work 
closely with the $.F. Convention 


and Visitors Bureau to organize 


the Chinese New Year parade 
and festivities. 

Since 1966 the Chamber offices 
have been housed in its own 
building at 730 Sacramento St. 
According to its 1974 directory， 
the.Chamber has 485 members， 
which probably comprise a ma- 
jority of Chinatowmn businesses. 
Each business is considered to be

WASHINGTON,D.C. 一 Walking home from my office at 18th and 
GSt.,N.WW.,Ialwayspass the White House. 

This particular day was rather-gloomy and abit more humid than 让 
has been all summer. It was also threatening to rain Along Pennsy]- 
vania Ave.，across from the White House, and through Lafayette 
Park，which is directly across the street, TI could not help but sense 
that history was in the making 一 the stage had been set earlier by the 
media saying that President Nixon had requested national air time 
for 9:00 p.m. EDST. (Was he really going to resign?) 

Small knots of people had been gathering around the park and at 
the gateways to the White House grounds. The various TV networks 
had staked out territories in the park from where they could shoot 
directly at the White House. 


All in all, it was a weird scene 一 the only other incident I could 
compare tt with would be my recollection of people million around 
the Vatican waiting and peering at the building from whence smoke 
womd rise Signifying the results of the voting for a new pope by a 
group of high church officials. 

Howeveii at the White:House, TI was sure that there would be no 
Smoke and that “he”would not make an apbpearance to the crowd; 
yet here were hundreds of people million around 一 weird, real weird. 

As TIwas walking along, iti suddenly dawned on me that this was 
one ofthe fewtimesIhaye notworried about being out on the streets 
of Washington at night. (Has“…he”finally brought “law and order” 
to the streets of the capital2) 

At the park，couples were walking around hand in hand and 
someone had set up his personal/portable TV and 20-30 persons had 
gathered around 让 . One of the major TV networks had set up alarge 
color TV in front of their unit and hundreds sat in front of that set. 
Directly opposite tne White House the three major networks and 
their Washington commentators were standing on “soap boxes” 
getting ready. And there was Connie'Chung looking so seriously at 
Dan Rather. 

The park,，as a whole，could be likened to a July Fourth picnic 一 
some had broughttheir dinners; there were whole families complete 
with baby strollers; some were Sitting on the benches simply enjoy- 
ing watching the people. Pickets were everywhere:“'Jail to _ the 
Chief,…” “No More Tricks for Dick,”“God Loves America and God 
Loves Nixon.” Itook two “Impeach Nixon”bumper stickers-because 
the person handing them out said that they would become“'histori-

The crowd tended to be young (maybe because TDm getting well 
into my 38th term also). There were also many tourists: TI heard 
French,，Spanish and Cantonese. Of course, I went over and asked， 
”Are you a Cantonese man2” (as Opposed to Peking Man). He said， 
”We are all Cantonese”pointing to about 10-12 persons gathered 
around him, They had just arrived from Hong Kong and were quite 
amazed at all the people. 工 triea to explain what was going on and 
suddenly remembered what my father said to me when I was not 
doing well in Chinese Scheol (Hip Wo):“Iyou could learn one word 
of Chinese a day for all the years you have gone to school you would 
be a scholar ”一 how true. The group seemed to comprehend that the 
President was resigning but could not understand why the people 
were out on the streets. They finally decided to go to their hotel to 
see the proceedings on TV. 

Walking a bit further I found that American，capitalistic，free 
enterprise was also present in the form of a mobile ice cream and 
popsicle stand on the SW corner of the park. Like I said, this was a 
“picnic.” 


Somehow Ifelt and still feel that the moment demanded not cheers 
or snging but solemnity and thoughtful introspection and even com- 
passion. [Ithought of those tragic words spoken in the Cow Palace in 
San Francisco by Goldwater:“ 了 Extremism in the cause of democracy 
js no vice.” After all, his slogan and his cause lost, in the course of 
time Goldwater has by his newfound moderation earned himself 
greater respect. 


Went back across the Avenue to the large color TV set and came 
into contact with a family that lives on Hadley Street, San Francisco. 
The nine-year-old said，“Five more minutes.… Once the President 
appeared, the mood was quite serious. When he started saying how 
he was doing things for the welfare of the country there were 
snickers and comments such as“Oh，shit!”Then when he finally 
said “I resign,， everyone applauded，some yelled and others 
whooped iti up.

Thus ended a very “weird” evening in August in 1974 in 
Washington for a man from Whittier whose two greatest claims to 
fame from a historic point of view will be that he was the first

Mental Health Meet To Reorganize NECMHS 和 


As mandated by the Board of 
Supervisors，Director of Public 
Health Francis Curry must come 
up with a plan to reorganize the 
administration and delivery of 
mental health services in the 
Northeast catchment area，which 
includes the Chinatown and 
North Beach districts，by Sep- 
tember 1. 

The board's mandate was 
based on the results of an inves- 
tigation of the Northeast Com- 
munity Mental Health Services 
(NECMHS) by an ad hoc com- 
mittee of the County Mental 
Health Advisory Board，which 
recommended that the basic 
structure of NECMHS -be re- 
tained but that organizational 
changes be made. 

At a Mental Health Advisory 
Board meeting August 9，which

Imembers discussed plans to set 
up a 31-member Northeast Dis- 
trict Advisory Board and agreed 
that corporation board members 
will not be allowed to serve on 
Such a district board.
